Five  funarals  were  held  June  25  and 
M  for  the  people  who  died  Sunday, 
June  22,  whan  Alvin  Lee  King  III  burst 
into  First  Baptist  Church  of  Dah^- 
fleU,  Texas,  and  sprayed  the  coimre- 
gation  with  bullets. 

Mary  Regina  Linam  was  buried 
Tuesday  morning.  Aaw  25,  in  Dekalb, 
Texas,  amidst  1M  friends  and  family. 
The  sevempeaiHiid  girl  was  killed  in¬ 
stantly  when  one  of  King’s  bullets 
struck  her  in  the  back  of  the  bead.
